Amend claim 5 as follows: 

5. The method of forming a coated polyolefin fabric of sup e rior soft tactil e 
charact e ristic comprising: 

weaving a polyolefin fabric of multi-filament polyolefin yarn; 

extrusion coating the lower surface of the polyolefin fabric with a polyolefin woven 

fabric extrusion coating with sup e rior soft tactil e charact e ristic ; 

extrusion coating the upper surface of the polyolefin fabric with a polyolefin woven 

fabric extrusion coating with sup e rior soft tactil e charact e ristic ; and 

cooling the coated polyolefin fabric; 

wherein the polyolefin woven fabric extrusion coatings with s up e rior soft tactile 
charact e ristic comprise from 30 to 50% by weight thermoplastic vulcanizate wherein the 
thermoplastic vulcanizate has a Shore A hardness grade of 30 to 80; from 30 to 50% by 
weight of polyolefin elastomer wherein the polyolefin elastomer has a melt index of less 
than or equal 5.0; and from 5 to 15% by weight of plastomer. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 5 and 6 are rejoined. Claims 5-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is USPN 6,833,333 to Reisdorf in view of USPN 5,986,000 to Williams, but Reisdorf fails to 
teach or suggest the use of multifilament yarn and Williams fails to teach or suggest the use of a 
polyolefin elastomer. Williams is also silent with regards to the hardness of the thermoplastic 
vulcanizate or the melt index of the polyolefin. Finally, the applied prior art does not teach or 
suggest that a polyolefin woven fabric coated with the claimed composition would possess a soft 
tactile finish that is low gloss, non-tacky, non-slick, and approaches the tactile sensation of 
microfiber polyolefin textile.
